Francisco Airport Post Office on 15 June 2001 and is in response to your email received today. 

1 arrived at the San Francisco Airport Post Office prior to the closing time of the Post Office at 
approximately 1 1 :45 p.m. on 15 June 2001 . 1 handed the two express mail envelops to an available 
postal clerk when I arrived. The postal clerk accepted the envelops and informed me that I could 
leave them with the clerk for processing. I stated that I wanted to get a receipt and would wait. The 
clerk informed me that her computer system was not able to process express mail at that time and that 
she would have to bring the two envelops to another computer to process. I informed her that I 
needed the receipt to correctly reflect that 1 had deposited the envelops with her on 1 5 June 2001 . I 
then waited while the clerk waited for another clerk to finish with another customer and then 
processed my prepaid federal express envelops. When the clerk returned the receipts to me after they 
had been entered into the computer system, I noticed that the handwritten Date and Time in indicated 
12:00 p.m., 16 Dec 2001 on one receipt (EL855325604US) and 12:06, 16 Dec 2001 on the other 
receipt (EL855325604US). I asked the clerk about this was informed that the postal cancellation 
stamp of 15 June 2001 reflected as was evidence of the date the clerk had accepted the Express Mail 
envelops. The clerk stated that the date in and time in on the receipt reflected entry into the 
computer system, which was delayed as a result of the clerk's computer being unavailable.
